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What is claimed is

8. Use of a compound according to anyone of claims 1 to 7 for the preparation of a 
medicament for the treatment of or prevention of or delay of progression to overt 
hypertension, congestive heart failure, cardiac hypertrophy, cardiac fibrosis, cardiomyopathy, 
postinfarction, (acute and chronic) renal failure, complications resulting from diabetes, such 
as nephropathy, vasculopathy and neuropathy, diseases of the coronary vessels, restenosis 
following angioplasty, raised intra-ocular pressure, glaucoma, abnormal vascular growth, 
hyperaldosteronism, anxiety states and cognitive disorders. 

9. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound according to any one of claims 
1 to 8 and a carried. 

1 0. A composition according to claim 9 further comprising at least one therapeutic agent 
selected from the group consisting of 

(i) an ATVreceptor antagonist or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, 

(ii) an angiotensin converting enzyme (ACE) inhibitor or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable 
salt thereof, 

(iii) a beta blocker or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, 

(iv) a calcium channel blocker or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, 

(v) an aldosterone synthase inhibitor or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, 

(vi) an aldosterone receptor antagonist or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, 

(vii) a dual angiotensin converting enzyme/neutral endopetidase (ACE/NEP) inhibitor or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, 

(viii) an endothelin receptor antagonist or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, 

(ix) a diuretic or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; 

(x) a neutral endopeptidase (NEP) inhibitor or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; 

(xi) an inhibitors of the Na-K-ATPase membrane pump or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof; 

(xii) an antidiabetic agent or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; 

(xiii) a hypolipidemic agent or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; and 

(xiv) an anti-obesity agent or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof.
